WRECK ON 


Huntington Trainmen Dia 


as Train Goes Into the 


Ditch

If.—Passenger 


train, No. S, eastbound, on the Erie 
railroad, went into tha ditch nt Prehle 
at 4s36 xestcrdaj; morning killing Engi- 


neer J. Ray Dickinson and Fireman Em- 
ory Hosier, both of Huntington. 


The train in one of the fastest on the 


Erie nnd was running abont an hour 
late. 
The engineer had orders to run 


slow and across from the main track to 
a temporary track constructed during 
the double-tracking process of the Eric 
system. 


The train did not slack its speed, but 


made the turn at the switch safely. 
When midway on the short temporary 
track the rails spread and the engine 
plunged into the ditch, turning on its 
side and killing the engineer and fire- 
man instantly. 


The steel mail car left the rails and 


plunged some distance from the track, 
lint none of the clerks was injured. The 
express ear also left, the track and turn- 
ed nn its side, badly mashing itself, but 
none of its occupants was injured. Its 
contents were badly mashed and shat- 
tered. 


Tha baggage car was wrecked wor«« 


inside than outside, as every piece seem- 
ed to be destroyed, but neither of the 
baggageman 
was 
injured. 
One coach 


left the track, but not a passenger was 
hurt. The train was in charge of Con- 
ductor Al Spach and Trainman Jesse 
Paul, both of Huntington.

It has remained, however, for Secretary Redfieid, of the 
department of commerce, himself a large manufacturer, 
to inject into the situation a remedy that promises to 
prove A-aluable in arriving at the real truth of affairs. 
Two weeks ago the pottery interests were shrieking that 
unless the tariff rnto on their product provided in the 
Underwood hill, were substantiaalv raised, wage reduc- 
tions were inevitable, "thereupon Secretary Redfieid in- 
yoked a hitherto nnusued power of his department and or- 
dered an investigation of"the pottery imlustrv with the 
view of ascertaining whether it would actually be war- 
ranted in reducing wages in case it did not get the pre- 
cise tariff legislation it desired. 
Forthwith the pottery 
;Manufacturers saw a new light. They have now assured 
the secretary that they will not reduce wages in case the 
tariff bill is passed without any changes being made in the 
pottery schedule as it, now stands. 
Secretary Kedh'eld 


simply "called the bluff," and rather than have the light 
turned upon profits and methods, the pottery magnates 
are hastily retreating. "\Ve do not believe there is the re- 
motest desire upon the part of the new tariff-makers to 
deprive any industry of a legitimate profit, but, it must be 
Sought by efficiency rather than by tariff protection or by 
grinding its employes in the matter of wages. The inves- 
tigation proposed by Mr. Redfieid would be welcomed by 
any industry Avho.se methods and whose profits would 
Stand the light, of publicity, but it would make a rather 
Sorry spectacle of those which are using the threat of 
Jvagc reduction to bolster up demands For extortionate 
. profits.

This question cuinc from Senator Ba- 


con and referred to the charge that 
West Virginia had set aside tho con 
utitutional guarantees of life, liberty 
end trial by jury to citizens of that 
state. 


Senator Kern parried. 
He suggested 


that there was much power in mere 
publicity. "Let us havn the facts," said 
he. 
"It is charged that while 
the 


courts were op«n men and women were 
infested and tried and lent to the 
penitentiary without jury and by a 
drum-head court-martial. 
Let us know 


what the facts are in regard to these 
charges." 


Senator Chilton was on his feet quib 


bling for delay. He and his colleague, 
<iou", thought that the resolution ought 
to go back to a committee for a pre- 
liminary inquiry to see whether there 
were any facts warranting the consld< 
oration of such a resolution by the sen- 
ate—an inquiry as to whether ther* 
should be an inquiry. 


"But," said Senator Borah, "it is not 


denied—I believe the governor of the 
state does not deny it—that the charges 
which have been made here are true, 
it is not denied that men haro been sent 
to the penitentiary without jury trial, 
and this while the civil courts were 
open." 


Again came the challenge from Sena- 


tor 
Chilton. 
"Suppose tho 
supreme 


court of the state of Wee! Virginia says 
everything which has been done there 
by the governor and the militia is in 
strict accord with the constitution?" 


Senator Borah again replied: "Let 


us have the facts. 
It appears, and no- 


body refutes the statement, that the 
constitutional guarantees to liberty and 
life have been set flside in this state. 
It is one of the duties of the federal 
government, and thus of this congress, 
to SCR that these guarantees are as- 
sured to the humblest citizen." - 


"But suppose," said another southern 


senator, 
"everything which has hap- 


pened in West Virginia takes place as 
n resull of the 
official action of the 


governor of the state. 
He has 
full 


power to declare 
whether 
conditions 


warrant the substitution of military for 
civil authority. What will the fcder.il 
government

The answer to this by Borah was 


the citation of the case of «x part* Mil- 
ligan, one of the landmarks on this 
subject. This case arose in Indiana at 
tho close of tho reconstruction period. 
Millijjan was arrested and tried before 
a military tribunal when the civil courts 
"f Indiana were open. He was convict- 
ed anil sentenced to be handed. 
The 


court in setting aside the military ver- 
dict, cited the provisions of article six 
of the amendments to the constitution, 
where it stated that the accused "shall 
enjoy the right to a (needy and public 
trial by «n impartial jury of the stalo 
and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed." Also article five 
with tho provision that "no person shall 
be held to answer for a capital or oth- 
erwise infamous crime unless on a pres- 
entation or indictment of a jrrand jury, 
nor be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty withoirt due process of law." 
Also 


article four, providing that "the right 
of tho people to be secure in their per- 
sons, houses, papers and effects against 
unreasonable uearcho and selzur«« ihall 
not be violated." 


This decision holdi it "to bo the 


birthright of every American citizen 
when charged with crime to bo tried 
and punished according to law." 
The 


court added: 
"The constitution of tho 


United States is a law for rulers and 
people equally in war and in peace, and 
covers with the shield of its protection 
all classes of men at all times and un- 
der all circumstftncoi. 
No doctrine in- 


volving more 
pernicious consequences 


was ever invented by the wit of man 
than that any of its provisions can be 
suspended during any of the great exi- 
gencies of government. 
Such a doc- 


trine leads directly to anarchy and des- 
potism, but the theory of necessity on 
which it is based is false, for the gov- 
ernment within the constitution has all 
the powen granted to it which are 
necessary to preserve its existence." 


Senators Kern, Borah and others sup- 


porting the demand for nn investiga- 
tion all expressed the general idea that 
a state is not at liberty to let aside 
the guarantees of the federal constitu- 
tion and that if this ha« been done 
even under the pretext of legal forms 
and with the approval of a corrupt or 
controlled court, it Is still the province 
of the fedoral government to use its 
fullest powers, including the regular 
army, if necessary, to open the jails 
and protect the wronged citizen and 
see that his guarantee of civil liberty is 
not made a farce by state action.

Every altruistic endeavor is marie that 


human life may bo happier and longer. 


Everything, in short, is made as per- 


fect as possible for the child, but little 
is attempted in making the child itself 
approach anywhere near to a standard 
of perfection! 


To every mother there comes a bounti- 


ful supply of mother-love with her baby 
—but unfortunately knowledge is not 
given. 


Parents should be ashamed not to pnsa 


on something finer and better to their 
children than their parents were able, to 
give to them. 
To do this both fathers 


and mothers must know what makes for 
better babies and then they should bend 
every effort to bring their children to 
that standard. . 


First they 
should 
understand that 


much depends upon themselves. 


Xo child of an alcohol user can ap- 


proach perfection. 


No child of a tubercular parent will 


have strong lungs. 
And parents can 


transmit temperamental defects just as 
easily »s physical ones. 


When your baby is born its weight 


should he about 7'/i pounds; its height 
should be about 20% inches: its chest 
should measure about 13% inches and its 
head 14 inches. 


Girl babies can average one pound leas, 


but the other measurements should be 
about the same. 


AVhen j'our baby is one year old it 


should have nearly trebled in weight 
and weigh at least 20 pound?. 
Tt should 


have grown nine inches in height. 
(A 


human being grows more, inches taller 
the first year of its life than any oth- 
er.) Its chest should measure 18 inches 
and its head IS inches. 


It will ho seen from these figures that 


at birth the baby's chest is smaller than 
its head and at one year they arc trie 
same size. This proportion remains un- 
til the child is three years old, when its 
head should he an inch and one-fourth 
less than the cheat. 


Thfl one thing I am going to advise in 


this first article is flint every mother 
should get a "baby book." Any kiiul of 
a blank book will do. In it should bn 
kept careful records of the eliild at dif- 
ferent ngcs; at lea»t every week for the 


first six month? nnd then twice a month 
until it is one year old. 
After that 


once a mouth until 
the child is old 


enough to go to school. 


Such records 
will suggest 
lines of 


thought nnd different ways of improv- 
ing your baby, not only phj'sically and
